Now we do not propose at this time 
to argue the questjoparheiber a proper- 
4y qualification is not a very whole- 
some Aad conservative proposition in 
& Peveremental system, but it is suffi- 
cient for us toknow that the whole 
theory of American institutions is bused 
on universal suffrage. Descanting on 
this question Jefferson (we thiek it 
was) thus put it, the proposition beiag 
to ineert is the Constitutien a property 
qualigeation of one__baedred dollars : 
“A owns a jackass wortk$100, is 
titled to vote. Before the next election. 
the jackass dies, A isnot entitled to 


~ vote. Query: Is the franchise vested 


in A or in the jackass?” 

Let us examine a little into the bisto- 
ry of this suffrage question in Utah. 
The Organic Act prescribes that at the 
first election “every tree, white male 

‘ inhabitant above the age of 21 years, 
who shall have been a resident of the 
said “Territory ut the time of the pés- 
sage-of this Act, shall be entKled to 
vote,” leaving the qualifications at sub- 
sequent elections to be prescribed by 
the Legislature. with the provision that 
the right of suffrage and of holding of- 
fice shall be exercised only by citizens 
of the Uhited Staics. 

In January, 1853, the Territorial Leg- 
islature enacted, that “all free, white 
male citizens of the United States, resi- 
dents of the Territory, over the age of 
eighteen, are voters and eligible to bold 
any office within this Territoty.”’ 

Thie waa cxicaoding the elective fran- 
ehise very confiderably. But at the 
session of 3858-9, as above shown, the 
right of roting was restricted and 
hampered with the tax paying proviso. 
Phis was ie semi-revolutionary times. 
The great rebellion in Utab had but just 
been qnéeted. Johnston's army, with 
its hun'r-ds of retainers, bad come in, 
and with, perbaps, a natural desire to 
abut them out from all voice in the man- 
agement of Utab’s jnternal copeeras. we 
presnare the law quoted was enacted: 
But the times have changed, and Utab 
is changing with them. The close cor- 
poration system, 80 long in vogue, is 
struggling ia its death throws. A very 
censiderable loyal Amecican and intel- 
ligemt population has gatlered about 


the Lake of Salt. They are but the van-. 


guard of the great army of pro7Tess 
whose ‘thead is already heard. And 
when these loyal, free, white male citi- 
zens of the United States, above 2] years 
of age, come, they expeet to find them- 
selves invested with thefr American 
birth-right, the elective franchise, with- 
out neediess restrictions or no-American 
impeositions. The spirit of the age and 
of American institutions is toward uni- 
versal emancipation from alt the restric- 
siens of movarchial or aristocratic sys 
tege, which ere mildewed and rotien to

@very Aurrican citizen, a bona Ade resi- 
dent of the Territory, may have the ep- 
portunity of doing what in every other 
Territory of the nation he has the m- 
questioned right to do, viz: have a 
voice in the conduct-of public affpirs.. 
@erbaps It is saying too much to suggest 
that we expeet the Legislature which 
meets to-day, will repeal the obnoxious 
‘clayse, bué we present it to their con-| 
digeration as a matter worthy, not only 
of thought, but of early action. If. how- 
ever, they are not. bound down by a de- 
termins*ion to hold on to power regard- 
less of every other body's rights. and in 
contravention of: the plainest principles 
of American liberty, they will remove 
this soufce of complaint—this present 
stumbling block in the way of true pro- 


gress and permanentadvancement Let 
them ‘assume a virtue, if they have it 
not,”’— nor leave the task to other hands. 
It is, moreover, the right of every citizen 
to have his civil and criminal contrever- 
sies submitted to a jury of hia peers, but 
the law prescribes (in effect) that no one 
Sball sit on a jury,save the Mormon tax 
payers of the Territory. The entire act 
should be re-modeled and made more in 
éonsonance with right and justice. as 
sara bs with the spirit of the age in which 
we live.
